II. M. Allport & Son, of Rlcnmoud, re¬
ceived rennt eonslderntlon at the hands
of tho Council Connnitteq on Improver
mcnt of the Jnines River, Alsop
Pelrce. of Newport News, the lowest
bidders, have forwarded to the City
Council a letter asking for n recon¬
sideration of the action of the com-'
mlttce.
The bid submitted by Allport Si Sun1

was i23,900.50, to complete the work
In ISO days, while that of Alsop A:.
I'clrcc was $21!,"00, to complete the
work in 250 days. Thomas Sheuhan,of Houuoke. submitted a bid to do the
Work for $21.315. and lo complete 11.
In 120 tlays.

In uwardlng the contract the local!
firm the committee ugrecd that it was!
its intention to patronize home in¬
dustry and In view of tint fact that
Allpodt & Son promised to do tho work
in less time titan tho Newport News
competitor!--, it was proper that they,should be awarded the contract.

Hotel Measure Should Be Am¬
plified, According to Ma¬

jority Opinion.
Continuing In Its program of on-|couruglng legislation looking lo the

protection anil comfort of travelers.'
the Virgin 111 Travelers' Association
in annual session at Murphy's Hotel
last night voted unanimously to ask
for an amplification of the hotel hill
which was recently passed In modl-
lleil form after being advocated by the
association. While the law as it
stands removes many of the evils that
obtained prior lo Its passage, llic
delegates fell that Its usefillness has
been Impaired by the tnudlllcatlon that
It Buffered in tho course of passage,
and declared themselves In favor of
more legislation on this subject us
well as on the related -one of measuresI
to prevent the formation of transfer
monopolies by the railroads In the
various cities of the .Stale.

I ndevldcd na to Mileage Hook.
On the question of legislation

requiring the railroad companies to
pull mileage on the cars, the associa¬
tion was unable to reach a hard nndi
fast agreement. It was generally
agreed by the delegates that such a
law would work no hardship on the|railroad conipunies, but before com¬
mitting It to tiny dellnito course, the
association voted to refer the mntter
to tile executive commltee for full in¬
vestigation and final action.

PURCHASE BONDS
Second Auditor Dew Thinks

Riddleberger Issue Ought
to Be Retired.

HIGH STANDING OF DEBT

Sinking Fund ulas Canceled
$220,700 During Past

Fiscal Year.

Acquisition by the State of a por¬
tion of the Riddleberger bonds in an¬
ticipation of tlicit- maturity is earn¬
estly recommended by Second Auditor
.lohn O. Dew in his annual report Is¬
sued yesterday. The time of matu¬
rity on these bonds la July 1, 11)32. As
that period approaches, says the re¬
port, the bonds will onhanco in value,
and will be withheld from the market
awaiting the tlmo when the outstand¬
ing portion of tho Issue must be re¬
deemed by tho Commonwealth at par.

In view of this fuel the Board of
Commissioners of the Sinking .Fund
urges upon the tieneral Assembly to
he authorized to trade any century
bonds purchased by the commissioners
for the sinking fund, for a like amount
of Hlddlcherger bonds. It Is further
«.ccomnicnded that "It would be well
to allow all holders of Klddlcbergor
bonds to surrender tho same In ex¬
change for a neqttal number of cen¬
tury bonds. Thus the dlfllculty sug¬
gested would be iivoldcd, and tho
whole ileht of Virginia would bo
merged into 0110 class of bonds, which
should be satisfactory to the creditors
und would simplify the records per¬
taining to the same."

Virginia's Standing. -.

"Kvory Citizen of Virginia." cont¬
inents -Judge Dew, "must contemplate
with patriotic pride the present high
standard of Virginia's'credit; that her
bonded debt is no longer a political
Issue dividing her people into bitter
factions, but has been, practically all
funded upon a basis mutually satis¬
factory to both debtor and creditors.
"The bonds of tho State ot Virginia

are highly regarded In tho markets of
the country, and are eagerly sought
after by prudent Investors wlio look
rather to the safety of the security
than to the annual dividend to bo de¬
rived therefrom."

Attention Is cnlled to the fact that
the non-taxable feature of Virginia
bonds makes them the more attractive
in the money markets, ns does the
further fact that by act of the General
Assembly nil fiduciaries arc author¬
ized to make Investments of their trust
funds In these bonds, as safe and legal
anil sufficiently protective of the trusts
committed lo tholr charge. By this
enactment the State holds harmless all
fiduciaries who Invest in her securities.
This policy has tended to centre the

bonds In tho hands of Virginians, re¬
taining in circulation wltfhln the State
the Interest paid on them. It Is esti¬
mated that at least 65 per cent, of the
State debt is held In Virginia. *.
A noticeable feature In connection

with the bonds Is the fact that they
are being distributed more largely, for
the number of Individual accounts with
holders has Increased within a few
years from 900 to 1,700.

Handles Large Kuuds.
The severnl funds embraced In t'he

jurisdiction of the Second Auditor of
Virginia aggregate $29,063,799.76, ex¬
clusive of the balance to the credit of
current account, constituting a large
and Important fiduciary trust. In its
administration, and In the details in¬
cident thereto, the annual disburse¬
ment of the funds through the oflice
amounts 10 $L\000.000.
The Second Auditor has supervision

of ull matters pertaining to the public
debt, the sinking fund, und all re¬
cords of both; has the management
as accountant of the literary fund and
Its various branches with the custody
of its securities; has the same juris¬
diction of the retired teachers' fund
and the entire management of the
Miller fund.
During the past fiscal year the com¬

missioners of the sinking fund have
purchased $S0.100 Riddleberger and
$140.600 century bonds, making with
other purchases and cancellations a
total of $11.031,89149. In addition to
these canceled bonds, the sinking fund
holds West Virginia certificates to tho
amount of $2.745.402.11, of which $719,-
022.62 Is the literary fund's share.

Wont Virginia TTnresponsdve.
Commenting on the decree of tho

Supreme Court of the United States on
Ihc Stale debt question, Judge Dew
says: "Nor has West Virginia shown
any disposition lo adopt the sugges¬
tion of the court that the matter of
interest should lie adjusted between
tho parties litigant."
The entire outstanding debt of Vir¬

ginia on October 1. 1911, was $25,159,-
145.62. which includes $467,lio.42 of
the old unfunded debt. The latter
amount is ye tundablo under the net
of February 20, 1892.

State bonds held by the literary fund
amount to $ 1.762. S27.28. The balance
of the. retired teachers' fund on Octo¬
ber 1. was $66.369.88. Tho Millar
fund's balance was $18.245.97. It Is
noted that the original gift of Samuel
Miller, of 51,000,000 or less, hns been
managed so that to-day Ihc property
of the school, with Its complete outtlt.
is worth $1.000.000, with a safe en¬
dowment fund of $1,440,808.19. yleltl-

While opponents of the simplified
system of municipal government uro
claiming that the ordinance providing
for au administrative board and a re¬duction of wards may be adopted by
I lie Common Council, only to Vneet do-
fcat In tho Hoard of Aldermen, advo¬
cates of the great movement aro put¬
ting forth every effort to have tho
plan win out by a safe majority. Well
Informed members of the Council have
cheeked over tho list, and hove made
public the names of those, who will
support the special report in the two
branches.

In separate session It will require
tho votes of thirteen Aldermen and
twentv-one Councilmen to adopt the
ordinance. That number Is not already
outspoken In Us /favor, but with con¬
centrated effort and united work on
tho part of citizens and commercial
organizations It Is believed that the
opposition will be crushed when the
Until ballot is taken. Ten Aldermen
ami twenty Councilmen are regarded
as certain to vote for the change.

Alderman John Moore, of Washing¬ton Ward, who. regardless of the fact

that the plan legislates him out of
office, voted for both papers in theOrdinance, Chc-rler and Reform Com¬
